YOUR NATIONAL GUARD 

The National Guard of the United States, composed of both Army National 
Guard and Air National Guard, is the largest organized combat element 
of the Ready Reserve forces of both the Army and the Air Force. 

From the buckskins, homespun and musket of the early militia to the 

modern warfare equipment of today, history also marks the National Guard 

as the Nation’s oldest military force. Its lineage dates back to the 

old North and East Regiments of the Colonial Militia of the Massachusetts 

colony, in 1636. It has participated in every conflict in which the U.S. 

has been engaged from the 18th Century French and Indian Wars to the War 

in Vietnam. 

First known as “train bands” and later as “Volunteer or Organized Militia” 
the National Guard acquired its present name in 1824 when the 11th Regiment 
of Artillery in New York adopted the name in honor of the visiting Marquis 
de Lafayette, Revolutionary War hero. The French General had commanded the 
famed “Garde Nationale” in 1789 in defense of Paris, during the French 
Revolution. By the turn of the century most states in the U.S. had adopted 
the name “National Guard” and with the passage of the “Dick Act” in 1903 
the name was officially bestowed upon all elements of state Organized Militia. 

More than 486,500 men and women make up the Army and the Air National Guard 
of today. The two elements of the National Guard comprise 3,790 units located 
in approximately 2,500 American Communities in 50 States, the District of 
Columbia and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. In addition, some 22,100 Army 
and Air Guardsmen are currently serving on active military duty in some 200 
units within the United States and overseas. 

The National Guard is in fact a “dual force” with a “dual mission”. It serves 
both State and Nation. By act of Congress, the Guard is the primary reserve 
force of the U.S. Army and the U.S. Air Force. During peacetime it is commanded 
by the State governors, serving as a state force in times of emergencies, 
disaster and civil disturbances. National Guardsmen are “called to State duty” 
somewhere in the U.S. to assist State and local authorities almost every week. 

On the other hand, as the primary reserve force for the two services, elements 
of both Army and Air Guard may be ordered to active Federal duty to be utilized 
in the same manner as any Army or Air Force unit of the Regular Components.
